Ail

have occurred 
and are occurring in walls huilf of 
the best materials and apparently 
w ith special care The fart is often 
overlooked, however, that the per­ 
centage of those which 
leak 
is 
small 
compared 
with 
the 
large 
number of masonry walls that are 
w ater tight. 
A 
logical explanation 
for the 
leaks in masonry walls is the haste 
with which our modem buildings 
are erected. 
W orkm anship is fre­ 
quently sacrificed for the sake of 
speed. 
Perfection in design and 
m aterials cannot make up for this 
sacrifice. 
The prevention of leaky 
w alls must begin with the design 
of the building, follow through the 
selection of the m aterials and the 
supervision of the workmanship 
and continue with 
the 
m ainte­ 
nance of the structure after its 
completion. 
Flashing should he placed under 
all vertical joints in sills, coping 
and caps or other horizontal sur­ 
faces which m ay permit the ac­ 
cumulation of w ater on or the pas­ 
sage of w ater through them. Pro ­ 
jecting soldier courses and w ater 
tables, walls corbelled back and re­ 
cessed panels with projecting hori­ 
zontal courses at the bottom are 
frequently used without ronsldera-

In the light of the latest d evelopmen t« in Kurope, in ­ 
volvin g an apparen t accord oi the lead in g expon en ts of two 
theoretically opposed types of govern men t, a d iscussion of 
commun ism an d iascism is n ot un timely. 
An American writer in sisted , a short time ago, before 
the n azi-soviet pact n egotiation s were an n oun ced , that tas- 
cism an d commun ism are the same thin g, the on ly d iffer­ 
en ce bein g in n ames. In a limited sen se this w riter was cor- 
rest, but he con fused results with causes, a d an gm ous 
process when straight thin kin g si required . 
Commun ism an d fascism are alike in on« * respect.. I n n er 
either system 
in d ivid ual liberty 
is d estroyed otherwise 
there is a wid e d ifferen ce. Even fa eism, as represen ted by 
Italv, d iffers from fascism as ob. ervrd m German y, an d 
commun ism as practiced in Russia d iffers Irom that win ch 
n ow sprouts in Mexico un d er in fluen ce of Leon 1 rctzky an d 
Lazaro Card en as. 
. 
Commun ism is revolution ary; fascism is reaction ary. 
Where fascism flourishes most stron gly, 
it 
has followed 
t h r e a t s of commun ism or socialism. Ben ito Mussolin i was 
the g r e a t e s t pion eer of fascism in mod ern times. He had 
been a socialist agitator, an d there is extan t an in terestin g 
picture of Mr. Mussolin i bein g rrtughed by Italian police. 
When Ben ito foun d an opportun ity to put his socialism in to 
practice, however, he became affected by r e a l i t i e s an d 
quickly in verted it. Ord in arily socialism has the govern men t 
take over the m ajor mean s of prod uction lor the b e n e l i t ol 
the masses. But Mr. Mussolin i had the govern men t take ov« *r 
both the masses an d the mean s of prod uction for the ben ef it 
of the state. When ever a labor agitator open s his mouth in 
Italy, the state pops in to that mouth a half-pin t of castor oil. 
Ad olf Hitler, too, was a socialist of sorts. But there is a 
d ifferen ce between Ad olf’s in verted socialism an d Ben ito’s 
Ad olf took over the d irection of in d ustry, subd ued labor 
lead ers an d commun ists, an d mad e a card in al poin t oi his 
an ti-Semitism. Ben ito wan ted to run the state for the ben e­ 
fit of the govern men t, but Ad olf wan ted to run the state to 
con quer Europe econ omically. B en itos d ream of empire is 
a reality, a first con sid eration based on the crumbled foun ­ 
d ation s’of Rome’s an cien t glory. Ad olf is an in d ustrialist, a 
trad esman , an d has n o roman ce in his soul. 
There is an other kin d of socialism, the sort aban d on ed 
by both Ad olf an d Ben ito. It is the kin d ergarten of com­ 
mun ism, an d just as kin d ergarten poin ts to college, so d oes 
theoretical socialism poin t to the red flag, the hamm er an d 
sickle. The acad emic socialist simply is a d elud ed woikmau 
or a commun ist who is n ot in a hurry. 
Commun ism, un like fascism, 
has the workmen take 
over in d ustry for their own ben efit, an d the state is sup­ 
posed to hover ben ign ly ’roun d about, an d everybod y will 
be free an d equal. Russia tried it. The trouble was that the 
workmen d id n ’t kn ow how to man age factories. When they 
looked aroun d for some on e capable of man agemen t, d esign 
an d d evelopmen t, they d iscovered that in their haste to ae- 
eomplish commun ism they had killed off or exiled most of 
the en gin eerin g an d busin ess brain s in Russia 
Everythin g 
wen t to pot, or, as the Russian s sav, kapoot. So Mr, Stalin 
fixed that up. He had the state take over d irection ol the 
men who d irect the factories, an d when on e of these fails 
he gets shot. Un happy is the lot in Russia’s in d ustrial 
"lead ers.” They are between the workmen on the on e han d , 
an d the d eman d s of*the state on the other. The result is 
that the free an d equal workmen are n ot free an d equal. 
Commun ism is turn in g in to capitalism. The people are even 
bein g taught morals.

PRID E AND \C IIIEV E M E N T 
American farm ers are in the mid st ««I an other coun ty 
fair season , an d are carryin g on in their usual way a trad i­ 
tion cen turies old . They show each year better evid en ce of 
m an ’s ability to wrest a livin g from the soil. The foun d a­ 
tion of all wealth rises from the soil. Stocks, bon d s, cur­ 
ren cy, n otes, mortgages an d other paper certificates are 
but evid en ce that somewhere there exists 
a 
marketable 
equivalen t in the form of lan d , steel, brick, gold , silver, 
wood , con crete or other useful commod ities. Of all soil-born 
wealth, that which we could d o without the least is food or 
other prod ucts of the farm. 
The farmer, in exhibitin g his pumpkin s, improved corn 
an d fat livestock is on ly d emon stratin g his ability to keep 
abreast of his own era. The farm er’s wife, in d isplayin g her 
n eed lework, cakes an d can n ed vegetables an d fruits is 
s h o w ­ 
in g what can be d on e, in a mod est way, with the good e a rth ’s 
boun ty. 
The coun ty fair gives proof that 
tie* farmer is n o 
loafer. He rises early an d works late. Con tin ually he strives 
t o improv* the quality of hi 
livestock an d farm prod uce. 
When ha* v 
t time approaches the farm ers assemble, d is 
plav their year’s work an d say to the city folk: 
“Here’s what we have d on e this year.” 
An d always the d isplay con sists of somethin g per­ 
ceptibly better than that of the preced in g year. Corn is of 
better quality an d the yi* id per acre is larger. Cows give 
more milk than those of the- preced in g gen eration . There are 
n ew or improved varieties of plan ts. 
Con stan t improvemen ts mean a higher stan d ard of 
livin g for city folks, an d those who have been rid in g on the 
farmers coat tails would d o well to atten d these fairs an d 
leave with a d ot* rmin ation to reciprocate, to help the farmer 
toward a higher stan d ard of livin g.
